port, unless the government continues 
the old system of granting them gov- 
ernment positions as a reward 
for 


their services. 


This is just what the radicals fear, 


and they are condemning the cabinet 
for ordering the old system sustained, 
at' least until the present generation 
of officers anil soldiers are no longer 
to be dealt with. These men are tlan- 
Jjeious in tho government,'the radicals 
claim since they could at any time 
join a militarist coup. 


In addition the radicals demand the 


complete disbanding of the Hinden- 
burg army of the tast, now* guard- 
ing the doors of Russia against bol- 
shevism. This, with the other forces 
the. govovnnieut has under arms and 
the officers and soldiers at large, gives 
a military' force of some three hun- 
dred thousand, which, it is claimed

There is no doubt that the radicals 


i are. prompted in their fears largely 


i by resentment that a military' force 
I'-pijevehts them from joining forces

ing and are growing stronger. Wheth- 
er they would use their organization 
against a democratic government is 
uncertain.

The steady growth of this group,

It is an open secret these men want 


to see a semblance of the old regime 
back. Their 
situation 
is pitiable, 


since they have served their country 
faithfully nnd are now without sup- 
port, unless the government continues 
the old system of granting them gov- 
ernment positions as a reward 
for 


their services. 


This is just what the radicals fear, 


and they are condemning the cabinet 
for ordering the old system sustained, 
at' least until the present generation 
of officers anil soldiers are no longer 
to be dealt with. These men are tlan- 
Jjeious in tho government,'the radicals 
claim since they could at any time 
join a militarist coup. 


In addition the radicals demand the 


complete disbanding of the Hinden- 
burg army of the tast, now* guard- 
ing the doors of Russia against bol- 
shevism. This, with the other forces 
the. govovnnieut has under arms and 
the officers and soldiers at large, gives 
a military' force of some three hun- 
dred thousand, which, it is claimed 
by the radical leaders, i.s pledged to 
J'isc to arms, in case the proletariat 
g'ets the power in Germany 


There is no doubt that the radicals 


i are. prompted in their fears largely 


i by resentment that a military' force 
I'-pijevehts them from joining forces 
;with the bolsheviks in Russia, but 
jthji'ip is also ground for their belief 
thbt militarists are secretly organiz- 
ing and are growing stronger. Wheth- 
er they would use their organization 
against a democratic government is 
uncertain.

The so-called "League against Bol- 


shevism" is plentifully suplied with 
money by capitalists and the former 
nobility.

midable organization, and will soon be 
able to cope with a proletariat upris- 
ing if it chooses to do so according 
to reporte retarding the secret gath- 
ering of supplies. 


The steady growth of this group, 


strongly adhered to and supported by 
the former militarist, or army men, 
and of the Soviets on the other hand 
forebodes a struggle which will be 
nothing, short of a, ciyil war, if open 
hostilities ever do break out, when 
both' sides claim they must 
support 


the government by force.
